WASHINGTON, April 8.—President 
Coolidge declared today that nis Ad- 
ministration sought to promote peace 
through non-interference with the af- 
fairs of other countries. 

As evidence of this aim; -he said this 
Government had adhered to the World 
Court under reservations ‘‘which ade- 
quately safeguard American rights and 


tend to strengthen the independence of |. 


th> Court,’’ and added that this Gov- 
ernment had clearly-made known its 
intention to reftain from interfering 
with the political affairs of other coun- 
tries by refusing to join the League of 
Nations. 

The President made this declaration 
of foreign policy in a speech when he 
laid the cornerstone of the new $10,000,- 
000 home of the National Press Club 
in the presence of Cabinet members, 
Justices of the Supreme Court, diplo- 
mats and visiting Latin-American edi- 
tors. 

Earlier in the day, in an address of 
welcome before the Pan-American 
Congress of Journalists, he pleaded for 
their aid in the promotidn of new. world 
amity and a better understanding . be: 


_ tween the ppoples of the Western: 
Hemisphore.' Ta this end, he declared 
2a “free and enlightened press 18 the 
—— of liberty” and a “vitally 
etimulating cultural force.”’ 


Instrument of World Justice. 


The President’s réference,: to the 
League and Court came in his appeal 
to: the, Amefican newspapers to’ deat 
justly ‘with the problema ‘of foreign 
countries. 

“Without a friendly ‘attitude. of mind 
on the part of our people, which can 
be very largely adVanced by the action 
of the press, all effort on the part of 
the Government to maihtain harmoni- 
ous international relations will be of 
little avail,” he said. 

“Of course the most worthy inten- 
tions, the best of sentiments, the high- 
est ideals are not themselves suf- 
ficient. They must be accompanied 
proper instruments and institutions. lt 
is useless to love liberty unless we 
establish laws. It is futile to cherish 
justice unless we provide courts. 

“Our country has lately recognized 
this important principle -by signify- 
ing its determination to promote in- 
ternational justice by adhering to the 
World Court. . 


Won’t Interfere Abroad. 

“This has been done under reserva- 
tions. which adequately safeguard 
American rights and also tend to 
strengthen the independence of the 
court.” 


«Our Government has taken this step 
because it believed that it was the most 
practical method by which it could ex- 
ercise its great influence in establish- 
ing the principle of a reign of inter- | 
national law under which disputes and 
differences would be adjusted, not by 
force, but by réason. 

‘“‘We ought to be ready to assume that 
in undertaking to discharge this same 
obligation other countries have been 
animated by the same motives which 
have inspired us. 

‘“‘While we have clearly declared our 
wish to assist in promoting justice 
among nations, we have just as clearly 
declared our intention to refrain from 
interfering in the nga affairs of 
others by refusing to adhere to the 
Meague of Nations. 

| “It -will be. of great benefit if the 
people can be informed that we take 
part in -administering _ international 
justice because it affects us. We do 
not become involved in the political 
controversies of other countries be- 
cause they are none of our affair.” 


Promotion of Disarmament. 

The promotion of international limi- 
tation of armaments was another step 
in the peace policy. which, the Presi- 
dent said, this country favored. and 
Was supporting in a practical way. 


“It ‘has often been suggested that/ 


before land and naval forces can be 
reduced there must be an intellectual 
and moral disarmament,’’ he said. *‘Of 
course, this Is true. So long as there 
is enmity toward each other in the 
hearts of different — it is useless 
to expect disarmamen:

Mr. Rockefeller’s letter on the subject 
to King Fuad I of Egypt follows: 


Your Majesty: 

The present transition period in the 
national life of Egypt has. neces- 
sarily created many new responsibili- 
ties which are to be met by the 
Egyptian people for the first time. 
Among these there is perhaps none 
which has aroused wider interest and 

sympathy among the other peoples 

of the world than the responsibility 
for Egypt’s marvelous heritage from 
the. past—a_ heritage of noble monu- 
ments which have in recent years 
attracted increasing numbers of deep- 
ly. interested travelers. These visi- 
tors from all the world find in the 
Nile Valley the common cultural 
ancestry of us all, and returning to 
their various homes they back 
a vivid feeling of kinship with all 
other civilized *—— The value 
and significance of Egypt’s venerable 
= have made the land of the 
ile, therefore, a common centre of 
interest and international good-will. 

Because of my profound interest in 
this matter I should count it a 
privilege to make a gift of $10,000,000

MISS BUTLER BACKS

Calls It Instrament by Which 
Citizen .Is Effective—Tells 
Force of Public Opinion. 


A plea for participation in ‘“‘prac- 
tical politics’ was made yesterday by 
Miss Sarah Schuyler Butler, daughter 
of Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi-. 
dent of Columbia University, and Vice

“Practical politics is the instrument 
by means of which the average citizen

Miss Butler used the election of 
Abraham Lincoln as President in 1860, 
the defeat of the late William J. Bryan

"The practical politician has differ- 
ent m s of dealing «with public 
opinion and the method of the individ- 
ual politician varies according to his 
individual capacity and point of view,’ 
Miss Butler continued, ‘‘When he 
leads public opinion and helps to form 
it, he is a statesman; when he appeals 
to its lower elements and prejudices, 
he is a demagogue, : :

Three-Year Agreement Calls for 
$14 a Day for Mechanics, 


an Increase of $2. 





A new agreement for three years 
providing for a wage of $14 a day for 
bricklayers was signed last night by 
representatives of the Mason Builders’ 
Association of New York. and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the! Bricklayers’ 
Union of New York and Long Island: 

The agreement gives the mechanics 
& wage increase of §2 a day. and 
covers the employment of men em- 
ployed by the Mason Builders’ Asso- 
ciation who do the masonry work on 
most-of the large buildings in course 
of construction in the city. The agree- 
ment was the consummation of n 
tiations which were started last 
cember. The bricklayers asked for an 
increase of $4 a day and a five-day 
week. The new eement calls for a 
week of five and one-half days, as 
previously. 

The three-year period provided in 
the new contract begins y 1 and 
ends May 1, 1929, and is the longest 
of any contract ever drawn between 
the bricklayers and their ar eg 

The $14 daity wage is said to be 
the highest wage for mechanics in the 
building trades of the United States. 

The agreement affects 10,000 journey-

. of the Solicitor of the Postoffice De- 
partment, and officials said it was de- 
cided that the article was of a nature 
contrary to the law defining the printed 
matter which may be sent through 
the mails.. It was held that to accept 
the April issue of the magazine for 
mailing would be contrary to the law, 
and the postal regulations, and Post- 
master at New York was so advised. 
he ruling applies only to the April 
issue. ’ 


Acted Only on New York Request. 


According to Walter E. Kelly, Assis- 
“tant Solicitor, the department's ruling 
‘was not made as the result of individ- 
ual complaints against the article in 
controversy. He said the department 
looked into the matter only as a result 
of the request from New York. 
“The fact that a Boston court dis- 
missed action against Mr. Mencken for 
selling copies of the April issue had no 
bearing upon the decision of the Post- 
office Department. Officials said no 
representatives of the department at- 
tended the trial and there was no tran- 
script of the argument or decision 
available, the department having only 
what had appeared in the newspapers 
about the case. 

Officials also said the department 
réached its decision entirely from read- 
ing the article in the light.of the postal

Asbury, who is a great-grandson of 
the late Bishop Asbury, also was the 
author of an article entitled “Up From 
Methodism,’”’ which appeared in the 
February, 1925, number of The Ameri- 
can Mercury, and in which evangelis- 
tic methods were criticized-and certain 
ministers mentioned. The scenes in 
this story also were laid here. 


Magazine Mailed March 25. 

The barring from the mails of the 
April issue of The American Mercury 
is something in the nature of locking 
the stable door after the horse has 
gone, for, according to H. L. Mencken, 
the editor, the whole edition was 
mailed on March 25 and no more copies 
of the April issue can be obtained ex- 
cept at news stands and book dealers.

The strike halted the work of de- 
molishing buildings. There were forty- 
five such jobs under way when the 
walk-out. was ordered, including the 
wrecking of the Savoy Hotel at Fifth 
Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street and the 
Vanderbilt Mansion at Fifth Avenue 
and Fifty-second Street.

MAKE WILD DASH IN AUTO 


Nearly Hit Schoolboy and -Speed 
Past Traffic Light—Posse ‘Loses 
Trail in Chase. 


WESTMONT, N.. J., April 8 (®).— 
Four men held up and robbed the 
Westmont National Bank of $4,000 to- 
day after binding the cashier and 
woman bookkeeper with adhesive 
tape. They Were still at large tonight. 

The robbers entered the bank, a 
comparatively new institution, shartly 
after the doors were opened for busi- 
ness. Approaching the cashier, Har- 
old Kirkbride, one of them asked for 
change. When Kir de returned 
from a vault to the window of his 
cage .with the change,’ he was com- 
manded, at the point of a pistol, to 
“Stick ‘em up!” At the same time 
two other robbers entered the bank. 
One forced .two customers to stand in 
a corner with their faces to the wall 
and the other took charge of the book- 
keeper, Miss Frances Sullivan. 

“I tried to reach a telephone, but 
one. of them halted me,’’ said Kirk- 
bride in describing the hold-up. “They 
ran over to me and I heard one of 
them say, ‘You cover her,’ meaning 
Miss Sullivan, Speaking quietly, I ad- 
vixed Miss Sullivan she had better do 
what they told her. She showed 
splendid courage. 

“The men then told me to kneel 
down. I did so, and they began to 
strap my hands behind my back. Then 
they fastened my feet. Next they 
brought “Miss Sullivan over beside me 
and ordered her to kneel with her 
hands behind ker. She obeyed. As I 


struck me over the head with the butt 
of his revolver. 


“Then one man produced a sack and 
ran to the safe.

Herbert L. Pratt Takes Charge 
of Fund Drive Here for Na- 
tional Recreation Movement. 


CONVINCED OF GREAT NEED 


Association Seeks Support In Its Alm 
to Teach All Americans How to 
Use Leisure to Best Advantage. 


Herbert L.- Pratt, President of the 
Standard Oil Company of New York, 

taking an active interest in raising 

nds for the maintenance of the Play- 
ground and Recreation Association of 
America. In addition to having made 
a generous subscription himself, he has 
taken the responsibility for obtaining 
from New York City its part of the 
association's national budget for 1926 
and is sending to friends letters in- 
viting their cooperation. In one such 
letter Mr. Pratt wrote: 

“All too frequently our attention is 
brought to the number of children 
killed or injured in the streets. We 
read of a child suddenly darting into 
the street and in front of an auto- 
mobile going only fifteen miles an 
hour and being seriously crippled for 
life. We read statements to the effect 
that 75 per cent. of our criminal popu- 
lation is under 21 years of age. We 
hear of the large percentage of our 
girls in detention homes ho are there 
largely because of lonesomeness and 
lack of wholesome social life. 

“Public officials are testifying to the 
unquestioned value of play and recrea- 
tion in preventing juvenile deliquency. 
Educators are using the play motive 
to build character. Safety experts are 
urging extension of playgrounds to cut 
down the appalling number of acci- 
dents and deaths due to traffic.’ We 

learning that men in industry are 
happier at their work when they- are 
happy in their spare time. 

“I am myself convinced that proper 
provision for safe and wholesame play 
is one of our most pressing needs, and 
that if there is to be an adequate 
solution of the play and recreation 
problem; a national association is es- 
sential. Each city and town should 
not be left to find out everything for 
itself. The experience of one, and the

tion can make, 
for all. 

The association 1s distributing a 
circular in which it solicits support 
under the caption, ‘‘A Sound Invest- 
ment.”” The circular quotes the words 
of President Coolidge: ‘‘I want to see 
all Americans have a _ reasonable 
amount of leisure. Then I want to see 
them educated to use such leisure for 
their own enjoyment and betterment 
and the strengthening of the quality 
of their citizenship.”

Seven ‘proadcasting stations are’ be- 
ing used this week by the State In- 
come Tax Bureau in explaining to 
radio audiences the changes in the 
State Income Tax law. "The bureau 
has emphasized the fact that, in spite 


of the changs in the law, no new in- 
come tax forms will be issued, be- 
cause of the lack of time. A sta 
rent by the bureau yesterday said: 

“Sufficient time did not exist be- 
tween the passage of the higher ex- 
emption bill and the flat 25 per cent. 
reduction to enable the bureau to 
print and distribute pasters to be at- 
tached to the 1925 forms. All that is 
necessary is that all single persons 
read the instructions under Paragraph 
D of the returns as if they stated that 
the personal exemptions were $1,500 
for all single persons and $3,500 for 
all married persons. No change has 
been made in the $400 exemption al- 
lowed in previous years for a depen- 
dent, who must either be under 18 
years or, if older, unable to support 
himself becauss of mental or physical 
condition.” . é

AS MEDICAL OUTLAW 


F. V. Axham Won Fame in the 
Service and the Thanks of | 
Victoria and Government. 


TAKEN FROM ROLLS IN 1911 


Medical Council Refused Reiristate- 
ment, Causing Much Public 
indignation.

LONDON, April 8.—Dr. F. V. Axham, 
@ practioner whose name was struck 
from the medical register in 1911 for 
“infamous conduct” in acting as an 
anesthetist to Sir Herbert Barker, :he 
famous bonesetter, died today at bis 
home in a London suburb. 

His death concludes one of the keen- 
est medical controversies of modern 
limes. Efforts had been made for 
months by the press, the Parliament 
und by various public men to induce 
the General Medical Council the au- 
tocrats of the profession in this coun- 
try, to restore Dr. Axham’s name to 
the register, but he died an outlaw. 

The council’s next meeting had been 
fixed for June. They were asked, in’ 
view of the old man’s frail condition, 
to give a special hearing, ‘out refused. 

Two days before he died Dr. Axham 
gave to friends the following message, 
with’ a request that it be published 
aiter his death: ~ 

“Let us forgive. I speak generally. 
For myself, I forgive as I hope to be 
forgiven.” 

The. message, however, is not =, 
to allay the public indignation whi 
has been been freely expressed at 
treatment by the General Medical 
Council. 

Dr. Axham had been associated for 
five years with Dr. Barker without 
notice being taken of his activities, 
but in 1911 a. patient who sued Dr. 
Barker, alleging that he lost a leg in 
consequence of the treatment which he 
had received, obtained judgment for 
£20. Dr. Axham aad acted as the an 
esthetist in the case, and the Medical 
Council, after an inquiry, struck nim 
otf their rolls. 

Dr. Axham, defending his action at 
that time, said that Dr. Barker's 
recognition as a skillful and séientific 
ee was ony a matter of 


e. 

Sir Herbert was knighted for his 
work eleven years after Dr. Axham's 
prophecy. 

Dr. Axham had a long and useful 
record in the medical service. .He 
declined money tendered him by poor 
patients, by whom he was beloved, 
and he had rformed splendid ser- 
vice abroad. uring the Chinese war 
he brought home a ship full of fever- 
stricken people from Chinese ports. 
The medical officer aboard the ship 
died and Axham, single-handed, at- 
tended 300 patients, a work for which 
he received the thanks of Queen Vic- 
teria and the Government. 

“It is a great tragedy,’ said John 
Murray, the publisher; who. had been 
one of Dr. Axham’s greatest. cham- 
pions.

Three Stages in Project. 


- The project, as it was described yes- 
terday, was to be carried out in three 
successive stages. The first stage was 
that of building the museum. 

A committee of three Americans, 
consisting of Professor Breasted, head 
of the Department of Oriental Lan- 
guages and History of the University 
of Chicago and ‘one of the leading 
Egyptologists of the world; V. Everit 
Macy, a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Metropolitan Museum, and 
Raymond B. Fosdick, were. to be en- 
trugted. with $5,400,000, about half the 
total gift, which they were to use for 
the construction and equipment of a 
hew museum building and a building 
for an institute of archaeological re- 
search adjacent to the museum. The 
new buildings were to have been 
ee in a setting of great scenic 

eauty on an island in the Nile facing 
Cairo and only a short distance from 
the old mugéum in which the treasures 
of ancient Egypt are now so inade- 
quately displayed. 

The only function of this American 
Committee of Trustees was to con-' 
struct and equip the buildings. Upon 
completion of the museum building it 
was to have been turned over, fully 
equipped, to a proposed Egyptian Mu- 
seum Commission, which the Egyptian 
Governnfent was asked to create hy 
ae ae Government decree... The 
plan was to have this proposed com- 
mission administer and supervise the 
museum for a period of thirty years.

Mr. Rockefeller’s original ‘proposal 
was that this fund should be adminis- 
tered by an incorporated foundation, 
on. which two Egyptian officials were 
invited to serve as members, along 
with the representatives of the three 
other nations already mentioned. The 
Egyptian Pvime Minister felt, how- 
ever, that since the foundation would 
not be incorporated under E tian 
laws, it would be undesirable to have 
Egyptian vernment officials partici- 
pating in its activities. Accordingly, 
at the request of the Prime. Minister, 
Mr. Rockefeller modified his original 
—8 in such a way that the financial 

unction of investing this fund was left 
in the hands of a foundation including 
only the American, British and French 
representatives. On the Museum Com- 
mission, which was to have been dis- 
tinct from the foundation, and which 
was to be charged with the scientific 
and’ administrative supervision and 
management of the new museum, 
Egyptian officials, would still have 
shared the power and responsibility 
with the other representatives of the 
scientific world, as already explained. 

The plan as originally conceived by 
Mr. Rockefeller and his advisers was, 
it was said, also modified in many 
other respects to meet on every point 
the suggestions made by the Egyptian 
Prime Minister and his counselors.

"he Board of Estimate late yester- 
day afternoon appropriated $7,482,600 
for the construction of the propsed 
Theodore Roosevelt High School in the 
Bronx, for six elementary schools 
throughout the city, for additions to 
two. other schools, for mechanical 
equipment, and also a lump sum of 
$500,000 for payments of awards for 
school sites already authorized. 

When the appropriations came up 
for consideration on the calendar Mrs. 
Frances Pollak, Chairman of the 
Citizens’ Educational Committee, en- 
tered into a discussion with Mayor 
Walker concerning the capacity of the 
Theodore Roosevelt High School, 
which will gccommodate a minimum 
of 4,200 students. She said her com- 
mittee had made a survey of the 
schools and that fifteen Principals had 
expressed an opinion that not more 
than 3,000 studentg should be at any 
one institution. 

When she asked that the appropria- 
tion for the new high school be de- 
ferred pending a public hearing, Mayor 
Walker told her she was ‘a little 
late” in her protest, but added that 
the suggestion offered by her and her 
colleagues might be worthy of con- 
sideration in the adoption of a future 
policy of public school design. } 
~The Mayor at this point took occa 
sion to correct what he said was an 
erroneous impression that had gone 
abroad as a result of the Board of Es- 
timate’s efforts to economize and con- 
serve the city’s borrowing capacity. 

“We were asked in the 1926 budget,” 
he said, ‘to set aside $54,000,000 for 
school construction.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 3.—Assis- 
tant Secretary of the Navy Theodore 
Douglas Robinson and Mrs. Robinson 
met. their son, Douglas, twenty-one- 
year-old Harvard student, who was 
missing from Harvard for’ nearly a 
week, shortly after 6 o'clock tonight in 
St. Mary’s Hospital here. 

The youth was brought to the hos- 
pital early this.morning after being 
foynd unconscious on the steps of the 
First Baptist Church here. 

Young Robinson had been under tne 
care of physicians all day, and tonight 
they- assured the anxious parents that 
the boy had recovered from the am- 
nesia attack from which he had been 
suffering for a week.

They almost audibly chuckle ovér 
the advantages which they think they 
will win by it. They will not need 
to have any liquor plank at all in their 
platform. It will be enough, they 
think, gravely to say that they are 
obediently waiting for the will of the 
people to be expressed in November. 
‘Till the electorate has spoken, it is not 
for them to open their heads. One 
great difficulty which they had feared 
that they must face was the nomina- 
tion of a Governor. Should they choose 
a Wet, to go well with Senator 
WaDSWORTH on the ticket, or a Dry to 
offset him?, Now it does not make any 
difference, They can put up anybody 
they please, bid him -be absolutely 
silent about prohibition, and leave the 
whole decision for the November ref- 
erendum.

ONE MONUMENT DESERVED.

Orleans a statue of Epwarp D. WHITE, 
late Chief Justice of the United States. 
Commemoration of such a man is fit- 
ting in many ways. “He was the only 
citizen of Louisiana who ever sat in 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
But great as were his services on the 


1.00 | bench, he is. best to be remembered as 


one who in his person came especially 
to symbolize a united country and to il- 
lustrate the highest patriotic virtues. It 
was a graceful and appropriate thing 
to invite Mr. WickKeRsHAM to make 
the principal address at yesterday’s 
ceremony. As a former Attorney Gen- 
eral: who had appeared before Chief 
Justice WuHITs in many important 
cases, he is well qualified to epitomize 
and: explain the strong direction which 
Judge WuHiTEe gave to American judi- 
cial opinion. Perhaps his most con- 
spicuous achievement was establishing 
the ‘‘rule of reason ’’ in the Standard 
Oil case as really the guide to inter- 
pretation of the AntidIrust act. But 
it is for Epwarp.D. WHITE as a man 
and a patriot that Mr. WICKERSHAM 
reserves his highest admiration. 
Though himself as a young man in the 
Confederate Army, Judge - WHITE came 
to have an almost passionate devotion 
to the flag of our united country, In 
religious belief a Catholic, he was able 
both as a United States Senator and 
Chief Justice of the United States to 
show how great is the calumny of 
pretending that one of his faith cannot 
be whole-hearted and undivided in alle- 
giance to this nation. With his whole 
life and public service sti fresh in the 
general memory, no one can be found 
anywhere in the land to question the 
propriety ‘of setting up a statue to 
Epwarp Dovc.iass WHITE. 


THE ATTEMPT ON MUSSOLINI. 

If anything were needed to feed: the 
devotion of Musso.tni’s followers, it 
would have been provided by his dis- 
play of courage under the crack of an 
assassin’s bullet. Popular conviction 
will be strengthened that the leader of 
Fascigsmo enjoys the special protection 
of the fates. Musso.ini himself can- 
not altogether be blamed if, despite his 
avowed resolution to ‘‘live danger- 
ously,’’ he comes to believe in his lucky. 
star. No special significance can be 
read into the act of a crazy Irish 
woman. It cannot even be asserted that 
this is a case where despotism tends 
to be tempered by assassination. The 
chiefs of democratic States have been 
the victims of madmen’s bullets. If 
Musso.inj is peculiarly exposed, it is 
because he offers sucha conspicuous 
mark. The significance of the attempt 
on his life consists rather in the ques- 
tion it raises of the probable results 
of a successful coup by some irrespon- 
sible agent. Under the democratic sys- 
tem the State and the Government 
continue to function. Fascismo and 
Musso.ini have been so synonymous 
that one cannot but wonder what 
would happen -to the system ff the 
founder and leader disappeared. 

Such a question is all the more per- 
tinent because of the magnitude of 
the task which the Fascist leader has 
set himself. Even when allowance is 
made for the exalted state of mind of 
one so narrowly brushed by death, 
Mussouini’s address to his party 
leaders a few hours lIcter is startling 
in: its implications. -He speaks as 
more than the leader of a national 
revolution. He is the pioneer of a 
new age that is to succeed the eycle 
begun with the French ‘Revolution. 
For Italy he proclaims the death and 
intermen: of the Democratic-Liberal 
State as aécomplished facts. He fore- 
sées the rest of the world following: in 
Italy’s footsteps. Until the natigns 
come to know the light, -he stands 
alone contra mundum. The Fascist 
ideal of cooperation under @iscipline 
challenges the “ pseudo" liberties, 
fraternities and equalities of the. dem- 
ocratic order. 
give law and peace to the whole world. 

Has the Fascist movement the ca- 


pacities in itself for so Vast an enter- 


prisé?. The old Rome served an ap- 
prenticeship of several hundred years 


before it embarked on its world: mis- 


sion. Fascismo is half a dozen years 
old.

SOUTH AMERICAN JOURNALISM. 

It is no empty compliment which 
Washington is paying to the visiting 
newspaper men from Mexico and the 
Central and South American republics. ; 


They have been formally received by’ 


the Secretary of State and by Con- 
gress. Yesterday President CooLimpce 
made to them an appreciative address 
of welcome. The feeling is plain in 
Government circles that the press of 
South America as well as of North 
America can play a useful part in pro- 
motihg that knowledge of each other 
which nations must have before they 
can arrive at an understanding both 


friendly and enduring. As the Presi- 


dent pointed out, it has been unfor- 
tunately true, until recent years, that 


the two sections pf this hemisphere , 


have’ been left too much in ignorance 
of the life and standards and progress 
of each other. 

Few Americans, it is safe to say, 
have been aware of the growth and 
rise to power and influence of the 
Latin-American press. Some of the 
information on this subject given in 
the columns of THE TIMES yestengay 
by ‘Sefior ERNesTO MONTENEGRO of 
Chile must have come to many of our 
readers with the force of novelty. As 
he indicated, South American, journal- 
ism played a part in the conquest of 
South American independence not ug- 
like that assumed by our own nascent 
newspapers in Colonial days. The sub. 
ject is exhaustively studied, so far as 
it relates to Mexico, in H. H. BAn- 
crorts history. Between 1804 and 
1807, for example, no fewer than four 
daily newspapers appeared for the first 
time in the City of Vera Cruz. All of 
them were soon suppressed by the 
Spanish Viceroy or forbidden to pub- 
lish’ political news. That prohibition 
related especially to news from foreign 
countries. It was felt that it would 
not do to have an infiltration of ideas 
of independence and liberty from the 
outside. But, as Sefior MONTENEGRO 
states, that early connection of South 
American journalism with political 
struggles, and so with national gov- 
ernments, has long since been out- 
grown, so that today we have powerful 
and independent journals in existence 
to the south of us. 

President Coo.iper did not exaggerate 
when he said that the interchange of 
news between South and North Amer- 
ica. is of the highest importance. in 
helping to establish the kind of rela- 
tions and of cooperation which we all 
desire. To this end the visit of the 
South American” journalists should 
contribute sensibly. If they have 
something to learn from us, we have 
much to learn from them, ‘They have 
begun their journey in the United 
States under the fairest auspices, and 
it is much.to be wished in the interest 
of our own country as well as theirs 
that it may proceed happily to its 
very end. 


OLD VIC AND SADLER’S WELLS. 

For a dozen years’ rumors have 
erossed the Atlantic of the popular 
success of the classical English reper- 
tory at the Old Vic in South London, 
Ignored by the fashionable theatres 
of the West End, or abandoned to the 
fitful caprices of ambitious actor-man- 
agers, SHAKESPEARE came into his own 
among ‘the people for whom he wrote, 
and in a theatre not far from the 
Bankside rendered. famous by __ his 


Globe. With more than a third of 


the Old, Vic's two thousand seats sell- 


ing for five pence and the best seat in. 


the house for five shillings, tax in- 
cluded, there could be little question 
of profit;* and, indeed, if such a thing 
accrued, it had to:be applied to bet- 
tering the productions,.the foundation 
being Managed by the Charity Com- 
missioners. ‘It all seemed too good 
to be true, at leagt for long. Yet, 
through the strain and distress of the 
war, as Sr. Joun Ervine ‘thas said 
the Old Vic ‘‘ stoutly maintained the 
*‘standard of English drama and 
**raised the. standard.’’. With Ger- 
man bombs dropping all about, it “in- 
domitably-‘heid up the flag.’’ - Inci- 
dentally, it branched into grand opera, 
producing masterpieces of Mozart, 
WaGneER, VeRpDI, and the rest, on each 
Thursday and Saturday from Septem- 
ber to May..

INHERITANCE TAXES AGAIN. 

Until 1924 there was. duplication of 
State and Federal taxes on estates. In 
that year Congress allowed deduction 
from the Federal tax of State taxes up 
to 25 per cent. of the Federal tax. 
Then in 1925 New York increased the 
tax up to the full deduction, thus 
swelling the State revenue at the ex- 
pense of the Federal without additional 
burden to the taxpayer. Now the 
President of the New York State Tax 
Commission approves Senator Mas- 
TICK’s bill to increase the State in- 
heritance taxes “from - $21,000,000 & 
year to $31,500,000 by taking .advan- 
tage of the Federal increase of its al- 
lowable deduction to 80 per cent. The 


greater the Federal deduction the 


greater the inducement to increase 
State taxes, except in the States which 
have forbidden all estate taxes. 

Apart from this new phase of the 
tax, President GiLcHRist finds much 
to commend in the Mastick bill. Bene- 
ficiaries of estates under. $1,000,000 
will receive relief comparable to the 
Federal reductions on larger estates. 
The State will benefit by the econo- 
mies of centralizing the ‘collection of 
the tax in the State Commission. The 
proposed law will parallel the Federal 
law,*so that it will be necessary to file 
only the Fedegal return with the com- 
mission. In cases where the State tax 


exceeds 5 per cent. of the net estate, | 


payment of the*tax will be spread over 
a series of years, averting the sacri- 
fices often necessary to find at once 
the cash for the tax. 

While the Legislature is about it- 
there is opportunity to reconsider the 
legislation of 1925 in respect to refus- 
ing to allow deduction for other death 
taxes paid. New York taxes the total 
net estate, without allowance -for its 
reduction by Federal or other tax pay- 
ments. Thus this State taxes what the 
beneficiary never receives, and levies 
a tax on a tax. In over a dozen States 
the courts have forbidden the State 
officials to collect such taxes. Cali- 
fornia rerealed the law which provided 
duplication of estate taxes. In this 
State there is a case where the Fed- 
eral tax took all the residuary estate, 
and the legatee whs required to pay a 
tax based on the amount of the. Fed- 
eral tax. There are cases where twenty 
States have collected taxes from one 
estate, where estates are halved by the 
inheritance taxes, and where a testator 
by moving his house eighty feet across, 
a State line reduced the tax from 
$103,000 to $18,000. This is a fertile 
field for tax reform. 


TO STUDY THE NEW GUINEA

Its leader was A. F. R. WottasTon, 
an African explorer, ‘and it seems to 
have been his account. of pigmies 
whém he found.in the Parimau district 
that suggested to Professor STIRLING 
the idea of visiting these little people 
and learning more about them.

C. G. Rawiina, another Englishman, 
who preceded WoLLASTON as an ex- 
plorer in Dutch New Guinea.

They made fire by 
pulling rattan briskly through a split 
stick, igniting a piece of the fibrous 
sheath of a palm shoot in from ten 
to thirty seconds. They contemptu- 
ously waved aside the white man’s 
matches. A bone dagger is used to dis- 
patch animals or birds brought down 
with the bow. Wottasron thought 
that the pigmies could count only up 
to two, th-ugh the Papuans count ten, 
and use their fingers and toes for still 
higher numbers, Even when the Ta- 
piros came to the camp willingly the 
Englishman could make nothing of 
their speech. It consisted mostly of 
throat sounds, “ which,’’. he says, ‘‘ I 
“was not able to spell, much less to 
** imitate.’” : : : 

These are the strange people whom 
Professor STIRLING hopes to study in 
a scientific way. There may be 
difficulty about establishing contact, 
for the Dutch Government is sending 
about 130 soldiers with the expedition, 
apparently to form a reserge if the 
Americans and their Dutch compan- 
ions, a biologist and a cartographer, 
get into trouble. An airplane will be 
used-for flying over the interior and 
photographing the Snow Mountains as 
well as ravines and valleys. So dense 
is'the jungle and so rough the open 
spaces cultivated by the natives that 
most of Professor SrruiNo's explora- 
tion will have to be done on foot. 
WOLLASTON had to cut his way for

New Government Promises a For- 
eign Policy of Moderation, 
Seeking Accord With Russia.

BUCHAREST, April 8:—The city: was 
placarded today with the definite pro- 
|gram of the Averescu Government. 
The foreign policy is based on ‘‘con- 
ciliation and moderation, with alliances 
closer and as numerous as :possible,’’ 
Without directly. mentioning Russia 
the Government stresses the'desire to 
settle the Bessarabian question with 
her, saying it hopes to ‘‘establish cor- 
rect international relations also with 
those neighboring countries with whom 
our relations are not no¥mal because 
of unfavorable conditions.” 

It declares that Rumania has never 
interfered with the international af- 
fairs of other countries and proposes 
recognition of the present frontiers as 
the only condition to resumption of 
relations. 

The economic policy aims at col- 
laboration of foreign capital, remov- 
ing the. legislative and. administra- 
tive measures of the previous Gov- 
ernment crippling exports and inter- 
fering with the imports of raw ma 
terials, The Government promises to 
stabilize the currency, rebuild the rail- 
roads, construct new lines with the co- 
ope peration of private capital, and 

‘equitably to’ solve. the war debts 

problem.’’ Rumania has not yet come 
to terms with Great Britain, France 
and Italy. 

The Government’ makes a special ap- 

eal to the peasants, emphasizing the 
act that Premier Averescu gave the 
country agrarian reform,’ It promises 
to extend the reform to the marsh- 
lands and forests previously exempted 
in the division of the big estates and 
to provide credits for the purchase of 
the estates already expropriated, 
whose division among the peasants 
has “been delayed. awaiting the -in- 
demnification of the owners: It aims 
also to give the peasants credits to 
purchase ‘farming machinery, to en- 
courage’ cattle “breeding and to pro- 
vide more rural] schools.

Quit Directorate When Clayton Act 
Passed—Says Armour Forced 
bs .

-" Percy A. Rockefeller, for. twenty 
Years a director of the $800,000,000 Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
Company, admitted yesterday that he 
‘peceived a one-third share in $150,000 
of bonds as a result of the sale to the 

St. Paul of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
‘Gary Railway. He appeared as a wit- 
‘ness at the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s investigation of the St. Paul’s 
financial collapse and receivership, 
whichis being conducted by Frederick 
I. Cox of the commission in the ‘offices 
of the Port of New York Authority at 
jy Broadway. 

Mr.: Rockefeller was on the witness 
gtand most of the day testifying before 
@ room filled with financiers and law- 
yers representing the Government, the 
St, Paul and various defense and pro- 
tection committees“of bond anp share 
holders. His admission came as:a cli- 
max to six hours of questioning by 
Walter L. Fisher, former Secretary of 
the Interior and now special examiner 
for the commission, and Daniel H. 
Grady, Assistant Attorney General of 
‘Wisconsin, who, with.Attorney General 
Herman Li, Eckern, represents the Wis- 
consin stockholders of the St. Paul. 

Documentary evidence introduced by 
H. H. Hickey, also a special exam- 
diner for the commission, purported to 
show, as a result of examination of 

“the St. Paul‘s books and records, that. 
the road had suffered a loss of reve- 
nue in freight through the Gary. line 
of $2,415,341 and had operating deficits 
amounting to $900,000 since the Gary, 
or so-called ‘‘orphan,’’ was acquired... 

Denied Being Intermediary. 


It had been testified at a previous 
hearing -by H. E. Byram, formerly 
President of the St. Paul and now one 
of the three ‘receivers, that Mr. Rocke- 
feller favored the acquisition of the 
Gary line by the St. Paul. A letter 
imtroduced yesterday .indicated that 
Mr. .Rockefeller had acted as an in- 
termediary in the deal, but he denied 
that such had been the case and said 
he was unaware of the character of 
the negotiations for the purchase. 

Questioned by . Mr. ‘Fisher, Mr. 
Rockefeller during the morning said 
he had not benefited in any way as a 
result of the St. Paul’s purchase of the 
Gary. He admitted he had favored its 

acquisition “‘under certain conditions,” 

which included the “right price’ and 
the granting of certain rights to the 
railroad near Joliet, Ill. He said he 
did not know the price asked nor that 
which, in his opinion, should be paid 
for the Gary.

Hargrove, mathematics teacher at the 
Southside High School, bought a ticket 
for Philadelphia at the Pennsylvania 
Railroad office’ here, checked her bag 
an hour later at the Henry Street Sta- 
tion of the Erie Railroad and then 
dropped out of sight.

Governor Pinchot . Declares 
Nominating. Lists Show 
' Perjury and Fraud. 


ASKS STATE TO PROSECUTE 


Vare Penmen Iniventéd Persons,’ He 
Asserts, Exhibiting Photo- 
static Copies. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 8 (%):—Gov- 
ernor Pinchot, one of the three can- 
didates in the race for. the. Rep-b- 
lican nomiriation for the United States 
Senate, declared tonight that wholesale 
forgery of the signatures of voters had 
been discovered in the nominating pe- 
‘titions filed by Representative William 
S. Vare, Senator George Wharton Pep- 
per is the other candidate. 

“I charge,’’ said Governor Pinchot ‘n 
a formal statement, “that perjury and 
forgery are now added to ballot-box 
stuffing, falsification of election re- 
turns and the city-wide, sticker scandal 
of the Vare gang of Philadelphia.” 

The Governor exhibited photostatic 
copies of long lists of names signed to 
the Vare petitions, which, he said, 
were taken from the official files at 
Harrisburg and which, he asserted.

AT UNVEILING OF STATUE 


Former Attorney General ,Lauds 
Jurist’s Ability and Character 
in New Orleans Address.

Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., April 8.— 
George W. Wickersham, former Attor- 
ney General of the United States, 
speaking today at the unveiling of a 
bronze statue of the late Chief Justice 
Edward Douglas White at the Royal 
Street entrance. of the Court House 
here, paid tribute to the jurist’s mem- 
ory with the assertion that Justice 
White was the greatest Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court the United 
States has ever had, with the single 
exception of Chief Justice Marshall. 

Mr. Wickersham’s address followed 
the unveiling of the statue by Miss 
Susan Hardin, grandniece of the jurist, 
and the reading of a brief message 
from Governor Fuqua, who was absent 
on account of iliness, by Attorney 
General Saint. The statue, the trib- 
ute of the State, in which Justice 
White was born on Nov. 3, 1845, was 
the work of Bryant Baker. 

In his address Mr. Wickersham re- 
viewed the career of Justice White 
from the time when at 16 years of age 
he left Georgetown University to enter 
the Conferedate Army. He told of his 
election to the State Senate, his ap- 
pointment at the age of 34 to the Su- 
pee Court of Louisiana, his election 
to the United States Senate, his fight 
to rid the State of the lottery, and his 
appoinment by Presiden Cleveland in 
1894 to the Supreme Court, where as 
Justice and Chief Justice he served for 
twenty-six years. 


Praises His Native Ability. 


Mr. Wickersham told of his unusual 
ability, his kindliness and his modesty, 
his patriotism and his contributions to 
the work of the Supreme Court. 

“By common consent of the Bench 
and Bar of America, Chief Justice 
White won a place in the fotemost 
rank of American jurisprudence,” de- 
clared the speaker. ‘‘It is a somewhat 
invidious task to attempt to define his 
exact’ place in that great hierarchy. 
Jay, Rutledge, Ellsworth, Marshall, 
Taney, Chase, Waite, Fuller, White— 
they were all men of marked ability, 
of untiring industry and of intense 
devotion ta duty.” 

“But I dare assert that in native 
ability, in varied and profound learn- 
ing, in powers of ratiocingtion, in the 
capacity to foresee the irfplications of 
judicial utterance and to avoid embar- 
rassment to future decision from un- 
necessary dicta, White was the su- 
perior of th all, with the single ex- 
ception of arshall. 

‘‘Marshall’s career is unique. He 
came to the court at the threshold of 
its actual existence, when the con- 
struction of the Constitution was un- 
fettered by precedent and his great 
genius for interpretation was unham- 
pered, He had abundant leisure, too, 
for the preparation of his great opin- 
ions, which have become the land- 
marks of our constitutional system. 

“In White’s time the volume of busi- 
ness before the court required every 
opinion to be written under great pres- 
sure and after critical examination of 
an increasing volume of often trouble- 
some precedents. Yet it may be said 
of him, as Story said of Marshall, ‘He 
was a patriot and statesman of ‘spot. 
less integrity and consummate wis- 
dom.’ 


Declares He Sought Truth. 

“He was as stanch a defender of a 
broad construction of the Constitution, | @ 
as Marshall himself, and many of his 
decisions would, I feel sure, have 
brought joy to the heart of that great 
nationalist. 

“In the essential elements of great 
character Edward D. White was pre- 
eminent. He had none of the pride of 
accomplishment, the arrogance of con- 
scious intellectual power, which dis- 
figures the character of many even 
very great men. Like Colonel New- 
= his heart was that of a little 

“Modest, sympathetic, ever a seeker 
after truth, he lived always with a 
conscious sense of responsibility to his 
Maker. Most truly may it be said that 
throughout his life he did meet those 
high requirements of the Lord, to do 
justly and to love mercy and to walk 
humbly with his God.”

Prices of Stocks Irregularly 
Lower—Tinfe Money Lowest 
in Seven Months. 


The noteworthy incident in yester- 
day's markets was the reduction in 
rates on time money, bringing the 
Wall Street quotation for two and 
three months loans to the lowest fig- 
ure since the week before Labor Day, 
in September. It was more than @ 
coincidence that yesterday’s transac- 
tions on the Stock Exchange should 
also have fallen to the smallest total 
of any full business day since that 
same week. The double movement nat- 
urally raises the questions, first to 
what extent the stock market specu- 
lation alone was responsible for last 
year’s higher money market; second, 
what will be the future’ course of 
money if, as is not at all impossible, 
inactivity on the Stock Exchange 
should continue; third, what would be 
the effect on the various markets of 
a further decline in money rates. 

It ‘would certainly help the invest- 
ment bond market and probably stimu- 
late new offerings of securities, for- 
eign as well as domestic. It would 
favor the sterling market, always sup~- 
posing London is able to prevent an 
equivalent decline in Lombard Street 
discount rates. That it would in due 
course start another speculation for 
the rise in stocks.is considerably more 
doubtful; the experience with shat- 
tered illusions in that quarter during 
the past few months is not of a kind 


to encourage repetition of the experi- 


ment. That part of the financial or- 
ganism is more likely to be governed 
this time by the gradual unfolding of

The Bank of Germany has added in 
the week nearly $10,000,000 to its gold 
reserve, which has now been enlarged 
more than $77,000,000 since the begin- 
ning of the year, and $116,000,000 since 
the end of March, 1925. This gold 
movement into Germany, contrasting 
impressively with England’s inability 
to retain the gold it had acquired at 
the time of gold resumption a year ago, 
occurred in the face of an excess of 
German merchandise imports over ex- 
ports which in the calendar year '1925 
rosé to $,633,000,000 marks, or $864,000,- 
000. The seeming. paradox is ascribed 
by Berlin itself partly to sales of se- 
curities and real estate, but chiefly to 
new loans and credits raised abroad; 
the totaf of all such offsetting items 
having been estimated by German 
banks at 4,800,000,000 marks for the 
year, or $1,161,000,000.. So curious an 
international balance-sheet, created 
with the Dayes myments always over- 

, makes it extremely difficult 
to judge what the economic position 
of Germany actually is. 

In the past week, while the Reichs- 
bank gained gold the Bank of England 
lost it; nevertheless, the London bank 
managed to bring its reserve ratio to 
the highest figure of the year. The 
French bank’s showing was not favor- 
able. Although the Government did not 
borrow from the bank again, it paid 
off nothing of the 1,250,000,000 francs 
borrowed in the preceding week, al- 
phough it has always, in preceding 
months of 1925, paid back substantial 
amounts as soon as the ‘settlement 
week” was over. Note circulation, un- 
doubtedly reflecting belated returns 
from the operations of a week ago, 
increased 723,900,000 francs to the high-

‘It was 
convinced that a most satisfactory 
solution Would be reached if stockhold- 
ers represented by this committee re- 
ceived proper representation on the 
bdard of the C. & O. This proposal re- 
ceived the. cordial approval of the 
Messrs. Van Sweringen, who expressed 
themselves as entirely willing to see 
G.-C. Scott and J. S. Byran members 
of the board. 

“They ‘have given assurance that 
these nominations will receive the sup- 
port of the majority interest at the an- 
nual meeting. The two members so 
chosen will assume their positions with 


full freedom to act as their judgment 
may direct.’’ 


Long Fight Ends. 

The end of the long fight against the 
Van Sweringens, which was partly re- 
sponsible, in the opinion of railroad 
men, for the refusal of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to approve their 
consolidation plan, forms the fourth of 


a series of actions by the Cleveland 
promoters, which have convinced Wall 
Street that they are holding to their 
idea of building the fourth great East- 
ern trunk line. .
